(a) There is a separate department of Weights 
and Measures under the administrative control of the 
Director, Industries and Copamerce For the work of 
enforcement, 3S Inspectors are at present working m 
the vanous Distncts, 5 stamping centres to undertake 
the stamping of new weights produced by the manu- 
facturers have been establisheq 41 Inspectors are being 
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recruited by the Andhra Pradesh Pubhc Service Commi- 
ssion These [aspectors will also be posted through- 
out the State soon after their training 

To ensure sufficient production of metric weights 
and their adequate distribution, licenses to the manu- 
facturers and dealers have been issued To undertake 
the recahbration of existing weighing instruments and 
measuring instruments etc sufficient licenses to the 
repairers have also been issued. 

Wide publicity both by the Central and State 
Governments is being given With a view to populari- 
sing the new system, conversion tables and pamphlets 
etc , in the regional languages have been distributed 
throughout the State. 

(b) A statement showing the names of the manu- 
facturers of the weights in each District is placed on the 
Table of the House. 

More and more firms both from withm the city 
and outside are coming forward for obtaining licences 
for the manufacture ot weights.
